About one-half of these 
blocks are being placed with the worn 
edge upward and-about one-half with 
rough edge up. that was formerly at 
the bottom. 
These blocks are being 
placed, without being cleaned.

Wish to question whether this is con- 
sidered good construction, and would 
appreciate vit, if you would look into 
the" matter and see if it is possible' to 
furnish the street railway company 
with new blocks for this purpose. We 
' think this may be an important matter 
as iit ma'y-involve a precedent to bo 
established on future work of this 
kind.

A sweeping rule for chang 
might work hardship, ^but this plai 
would seem to benefit the entire clt 
while inflicting no unfair sacrifice o 
Lowell citizens.
